I suppose the world over there are countless thousands of mothers 


and fathers worrying'over daughters who yearn to become fjlrn stars. 


And 1 am sure the chief cause of their worry is their belief that 


laxity of morals obtain in filmdom! From what I can gather we of 
'the' films occupy in the public's estimation a place similar to that 
occupied by actors of the'spoken drama a generation and more ago— 
when to be a play actor was to be a gypsy.

But' time and increasing knowledge of the -truth has slowly 


brought the actor to his rightful place in society, and he is no longer 
shunned as a'person of loose character merely'because of his mem- 
bership in the profession that .'makes the world forget.
